The action came after stu­ 
dents broke windows and set 
small fires on the campus and 
in Athens earlier in the day.

Hate-Engendering Labels 


If it is legitimate to call the police­ 
men 
“pigs,” 
then 
college 
students 
can’t complain if some of them are 
called “hums” as they were by Presi­ 
dent Nixon during a recent visit to 
workers in the Pentagon. 
Rut if there is one thing we ought 
by now to have learned from this coun­ 
try’s restless and frustrated youth, it 
is that hate, of which name-calling is 
both a svmpton and a 
weapon, 
only 
generates more hate. 
If there is one thing every Amer­ 
ican, from the 
President 
and 
Vice 
President on down, can do to help heal 
the terrible wounds inflicted on the na­ 
tional soul, it is now and hence-forward 
to forswear the temptation to fling dep­ 
recatory labels against one another. 
As for college students, they could 
do worse than to 
begin 
by 
heeding 
some words spoken recently by Charles 
J. Hitch, president of the University of 
California, a school which has seen its 
share of trouble: 
“As the president of the 
univer­ 


sity, I must lay down the warning to 
the university community that it is 
wrong to resort to easy rationalization 
about the impotence 
of 
words. 
We 
really do not believe that 
words 
are 
impotent. The foundation of universi­ 
ties is that ideas and the words to ex­ 
press them can be more powerful than 
any bomb. 
“In the university, above all other 
institutions of American 
society, 
we 
have a profound duty to resist and op­ 
pose shoddy thinking 
and 
lies, 
and 
rhetoric which 
inflames and 
shocks 
but does nothing for the truth. 
“Free speech means 
careful 
and 
skeptical listening, not taking a rhetor­ 
ical trip. 
Free 
expression 
includes, 
especially in the university, the duty to 
oppose cant, 
dogma 
and 
ideological 
harangue by reasoned and disciplined 
counter-argument. 
The 
crowd 
that 
turns into a mob is an insult 
to 
the 
principles of democratic society, and it

Laos, Cambodia 


Spread Reds Thin

WASHINGTON (NEA)—Since 
Hanoi began its westward ad­ 
vance in Laos some months 
ago and trouble threatened in 
Cambodia, 
this 
reporter 
has 
made 
efforts to get in 
touch 
with old acquaintances who had 
operated at one time or another 
as political agents and guer­ 
rillas for Ho Chi Minh in those 
two countries. 
These men sent their answers 
by a 
variety of routes. 
(One 
South Vietnamese, tor example 
arranged 
to 
have 
his 
letter 
mailed from Vientiane, Laos.) 
Out of these experienced guer­ 
rillas came a surprising uni­ 
formity of opinion: 
Hanoi 
has 
the 
men 
and 
weapons to take Laos and Cam­ 
bodia in a m atter of weeks. But 
if 
Hanoi 
does 
conquer 
both 
countries, it will inevitably seri­ 
ously weaken its position in the 
Vietnam war. 
North Vietnam does not have 
at this time, 
and could 
not 
quickly develop, the native po­ 
litical administrators nor fhe 
local puppet troops to occupy 
either country. 
The Pathet Lao are unreli­ 
able. They have no political 
muscle in Laos. The native in­ 
surgents 
in 
Cambodia 
have 
negligible political and military 
strength. Both need the back­ 
bone and the power of North 
Vietnamese 
armies 
to 
prop 
them up. 
Therefore, 
a 
North 
Vietna­ 
mese occupation would be just 
that. It would tie down two to 
three divisions in Laos and sev­ 
eral more in Cambodia. 
It means nothing to say the 
North Vietnamese already have 
that many troops in these two 
countries. The troops now in 
Laos and Cambodia are mov­ 
able. Hanoi can shift them al­ 
most at will in and out of Viet­ 
nam as the tide of war de­ 
mands. 
As one former North Vietna­ 
mese captain (who was also 
a political commissar) explain­ 
ed it to this reporter, green 
troops are trained in Laos in 
actual warfare against a weak 
foe before moving on to Viet­ 
nam. 
But once they are permanent 
occupation troops, this flexibili­ 
ty is ended. They must see teat 
the government operates, that 
the system runs, that the coun­ 
try is policed and that whatever 
puppets they have operate as 
effectively 
as 
required. 
This 
takes manpower. And guerrillas 
cannot afford to tie up man­ 
power in this way. 
In the past the North Vietna­ 
mese have had the best of both 
worlds. The Cambodians and 
the Lao ran the government, 
the farmers grew crops and 
made a living. Regularly the 
North Vietnamese would move 
in and collect crops and taxes, 
raise recruits or labor units, 
then retire to the base areas. 
They occupied just enough lan I 
permanently to operate the mu­ 


nitions 
trails 
<Ho Chi 
Minn 
trails), maintain their staging 
and recuperation areas and suf­ 
ficient territory to serve as a 
base for their foraging expedi­ 
tions. 
Once they conquer the whole

The nation was then in the 
fourth day of a strike movement 
sweeping the entire country. 
The objective was the eight- 
hour day. Across the country 
some 200,000 workers partici­ 
pated in the campaign. Almost 
60,000 were on the streets of 
Chicago alone. 
The May 4 meeting, called 
by radical socialist leaders of 
the day, was a protest against 
police action in which several 
workers had been shot in a scuf 
fie in front of the McCormick 
Harvester Works. 
Toward the close of the pra­ 
os 
meet in f police appeared 
in force and ordered the crowd 
0 disperse. An unknown person 
then threw a bomb into the oo- 
lice ranks. The police respond­ 
ed with a charge in which ai 
least four workers were killed 
and many injured. 
In the public hysteria that 
oilowed, the strike collapsed 
and the eight-hour movemen* 
was defeated. It was not until

Franklin D. Roosevelt tha‘ th 
eight-hour day became tie nu 
tional standard. 
Eight of the radical leaders 
in Chicago wore convicted for 
speeches and writings, held to 
have incited the unknown per­ 
son to hurl the bomb. Four were 
executed. One committed sui­ 
cide in his cell. Three others 
were later pardoned by Gov­ 
ernor John Peter Altgeld, who 
declared the trial a miscar­ 
riage of justice. 
Tile text of the plaque follows: 
On May 4, 1886 hundreds of 
workers gathered here to pro­ 
test police action of the previous 
day against strikers engaged 
in a nationwide campaign for 
an eight-hour workday. Radicals 
addressed the crowd. When po­ 
lice attempted to disperse the 
rally, someone threw a bomb. 
The bomb and ensuing pistol 
shots killed 
seven policemen 
and four other 
persons. 
Al­ 
though no evidence linked any 
radicals to the bomb, eight of 
them were convicted and four 
hanged.

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Toy Soldiers 
Come Of Age

D ES MOINES. Iowa (A P ) - 
Toy .soldiers, like the boys who 
once played with them, have 
come of age and are taking eer- 
tain areas of the country by 
storm. 
The-little lead soldiers, which 
once sold for a few cents a doz­ 
en. now’ cost up to as much as 
$25 apiece, and are in demand 
by members of the 
Military 
Miniature Society. 
Art Riser. 25, president of the 
sciety's Iowa branch, has been 
collecting 
military 
figurines 
since childhood, lie estimates 
that he’s got 500 or OOO of the old 
toy lead soldiers and that they 
have a good antique value now. 
“ I also have about IO connois­ 
seur pieces. They take as muchi 
as a month’s spare time to com­ 
plete.” says Riser, a graphic de­ 
signer for a national publishing 
firm, who is 
typical 
of 
the 
professional 
businessmen 
whoi 
have made a hobby of collect­ 
ing. and painting military mini­ 
atures. 
Peter J. Blum, president of 
the Military Historical Society, 
describes 
the 
current 
rapid 
growth of the military minia-| 
ture business as “ a challenge! 
condensed in miniature. 
“ The splendor and excitement 
of the past come alive as the 
military miniature intriguingly 
telescopes both time and space 
to capture a climactic moment 
of history. The effectiveness of 
the end result lies in the col­ 
lector’s 
ability 
to 
paint 
the 


minute details with a steady 
hand. 
"If the artist has done his job 
well, 
the 
military 
miniature 
ceases to be a mere painted 
lead figurine, but instead be­ 
comes an actor portraying a 
role in history,” Blum says. 


"On 
occasion 
people 
are 
amazed that grown men will 
continue to play with toy sol­ 
diers,” says Riser, adding that 
"my 
wife 
finally 
decided 
to 
paint a figure and found out how 
much time is involved. Now she 
is tolerant of both the time and 
money I spend on my minia- 
ures. That’s the way wives of 
ardent collectors have to be.” 
There are several types of 
military miniatures on the mar­ 
ket today. The most costly, and 
possibly the most accurate, are 
cast in lead, and include both in­ 
dividual soldiers and mounted 
fighting men. 
War game figures are usually 
of a small size, ranging from 
about one inch high to the stand­ 
ard collector’s figure of 54mm 
or 
about 
two-and-one-quarter 
inches high. 
There are also plastic models, 
that are less expensive than the 
lead figurines, and require less 
time to complete. But. the front 
line collectors seem to prefer 
the lead models, which range in 
price from $2 to SH for an indivi­ 
dual soldier up to $25 for a 
mounted military figure. 
Collectors have a choice of 
models which range back in his­ 
tory to the days of the Roman 
Empire. Each miniature must 


be painted down to the minutest 
detail. 
Although the Iowa group has 
not yet grown large enough to 
stage "w ar games,” many state 
organizations have dioramas de­ 
nning actual historical battles. 
The aim of the collector is to 
complete both the miniature sol­ 
dier and the scene of the battle 
down to the last detail. This of­ 
ten entails documentation to de­ 
termine what the lighting condi­ 
tions were, which may lead to 
the building of simulated camp- 
! fires. 
Ground, rivers, tents, cannons 
and other equipment must also 
be reproduced in scale to com- 
e the diorama. The varying 
available sizes of miniature sol* 
I diers give the artisan an oppor­ 
tunity to lend depth to his diora- 
j ma. 
Bul, to the modern "toy sol­ 
dier” collector one of the most 
I rewarding aspects of the game 
! is the fact that it requires only a 
work space the size of an ink 
blotter, 
a 
few 
fine 
brushes, 
some paints, a lead figurine, 
and a vivid imagination to cre­ 
ate your favorite bit of military 
! history.

and the Vietnam Studies Center
